The Walter Blanchard House, 
between the church and Glen Road 
is believed to date from 1739, B 
was much changed by the Blan- 
chard family during the 1800s, 

Church Street was not in exis- 
tee until shortly before the Civil 

far. 

A Wesson family possibly lived 
about 1737 at the present site of 
the First Baptist Church, 

On Glen Road, at the railroad 
crossing, once called the Otis 
Carter crossing, stood the Scales 
House in 1741, The cellar hole 
still exists, but recently large 
stones have been pushed in by a 
bulldozer, 

Glen Road was laid out in 1741 
between the house and the barn, 
The barn cellar was in existance 
after World War I, and the know- 
ing eye may still pick out part of 
it, in the gravel and clay bank 
beside the road, 

In 1927 or 28, when the Water 
Department was laying a water line 
across Kelly Meadow, on the other 
side of the railroad, the original 
Toad was discovered, several feet 
below the surface - a road made 
of logs laid on top of the peat, 

Going westerly on Middlesex 
Avenue, the next Colonial house is 
that of the Rey. Issac Morrill, the 
chaplain to the Massachussetts for- 
ces in the French apd ‘udian Wars, 
at the seige of T:conderoga, and 
@ man whe ‘ook his part, in spite of 
his age, in the Revolution, 

The house is today the home of 
Carl Connor, It dates from 1705, 
having been built by the Mr Snow 
who also built the first mill on 
Mill Stream, nearby. 

Kendall Pearson, who owned the 
mill about 1730, sold the house and 
mill in 1737, from whence he moved 
to his North Wilmington home, i 
then became the home, for fifty 
three years, of the Rev, Mr. Mor- 
rill, and of his children and grand- 
children, still later, Today the 
outside is in the original shape, 
but the interior is much changed, 

Further on the right hand 
side, beyond Clark Street, is the 
Billy Eames house, whom Mr, 
Noyes called Mr, William Eames,

formerly stood on the Weinberg 
lot, 

The Main Road (Middlesex Ave) 
continued westerly to join the early 
Shawsheen Avenue, There was no 
Main Street until much later, but 
where the New England Telephone 
Company building now stands was 
the Jaques home, built in Colonial 
times, and the site of Wilmington’s 
first post office, 

Further south on Main Street, 
about across from Gildart’s, was 
a home which was occupied by 
the Carter family, in Colonial days, 
Still further south, and on the west- 
erly side of Main Street was the 
Flagg House, dating to the 1730s, 

The present home of Stanley 
Webber is Colonial, but no one 
has been able to date it with any 
any degree of certainty, Probably 
between 1720 and 1745 is the best 
guess known to the writer, 

Butters Row, named for the 
numerous members of the Butter 
family, who later changed their 
names to Butters, had a number of 
Colonial Homes, 

Nearest to the ra! where 
the cement block house of Matro- 
mi stands today, was a Colonial 


home of the Butters family, Ted, 
who died of wounds at Gettysburg, 
was born in this house, R dis- 
appeared in a tremendous explo- 
sion and fire in 1921, A 50,000 
gallon still was suspected to have 
been in the building, 

Still further on, near Chestnut 
Street, the home of the Hinxman 
family dates to 1712, and was the 
‘Garrison House’ in early days. 
Still further on is the William But- 
ter II house, previously described, 
and still further on at the corner 
of Mill Road was the William But- 
ter I House, 

Further south, opposite to Hill- 
side Way, was the Bell Farm, The 
farmhouse today is not the original, 
which was Colonial, The barn at 
that time stood across the street, 

Still furter on, within a quarter 
of a mile of Mill Pond, once stood 
a house, the Deacon Foster house, 
before the days of the Civil War, 
The writer does not know if it was 
Colonial. 

Returning to the Apple Monu- 
ment, on Chestnut Street, a road- 
way goes in toward Marion Street, 
Two of the colonial homes of the 
Butter family may be found tn this 
area, 

There were no colonial homes 
on what is today Burlington Ave- 
nue, On Boutwell Street stood, 
near the property line of the Fitz~ 
maurice family, a house that dated 
back to at least 1754, the Boutwell 
place, There are those who say it 
was much older,
